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A sort of Fusarium wilt of Stachys Sieboldii Miquel (Lamiaceae) was found 
by Mr. Ichiro Sasaki at the Tsumura Medicinal Botanic Garden in the spring 
of 1951. This fungus seems to belong to a strain of Fusarium oxysporum Schl. 
and through inoculation tests, it became clear that this fungus certainly has 
pathogenity to the seedlings of Stachys Sieboldii but it does not affect the seedlings 
of the water melon {Citrullus vulgaris Schrad.), the cucumber [Cucumis sativus 
Linn.) and the sponge-cucumber {Luff a cylindrica Roem.). So far as the present 
study shows, this disease of Stachys would do no harm on other economically 
important cucurbits as mentioned above.
